Reductions in 
departmental requirements and the 
increased revenue from the public 
utilities made this condition possible.

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Sprouted and Bleached 
Wheat Good for Milling

WINNIPEG, Feb. 25 (Canadian ; 


Pres).—Matters of special interest 


to the western Canadian farmers as 
regards sprouted and bleached 
wheat were discussed before the 
Royal Grain Inquiry Commission 
this afternoon when Mr. Birchard. 
chemi, for the Board of Grain 
Grain Commiasioners, testified. 

Dr. Birchard advocated protean 
tests at interior elevators and univ- 
sities. Those, he said, would help 
the farmer, giving him advance in- 
formatian that #voula help him in 
disposing of his Grats: and determin- 
ing its value en a chemical basis. 
The chemist @aid there are districts 
where grain of a high protean value 
can usually be expected. 

As To Sprouated Grain. 

Giving evidence on sprouted wheat 
Dr. Birehard said the real problem 
in dealing with this class of «rain 
was to determine just how much 
sprouting had taken place. He 
thought all sprouted wheat should 
be left out of No. 1 northern. It 
should be a grade by itself for it 
has a high value, but should not be 
mixed with frosted. Sprouting ef- 
fected the eize and color of grain 
under certain conditions an@ no mil- 
jer would want to mill sprouted 
wheat alone. If judiciously mixed 
however, and but medium eprouted 
the baking quality of the mixture 
would be improved, he said. 

Frozen grain, like sprouted, fs in 
the class of damaged graig, but the 
damage depends upon the degree of 
frost. he said. He had known of 
cases where millers paid a premium 
for sprouted grain for mixing. He 
knew of a case where sprouted No. 
3 northern got a premium over the 
straight grade. 

Nerds Chemical Teet. 

Dr. Birchard admitted it was a 
difficult task without a chemical 
test to determine the extent of frost. 
As to moisture content he said grain 
pt the lake head would be safely 
warehoused even if it contained 15.5 
per cent, but conditions vary. Eigh- 
teen per cent would deteriorate. As 
to the protean test be thought that 
could be done under the present sys- 
tem. Most of the grain, he said, will 
average 12.8 from western Canada | 
in protean values. 

The chemist déclared he did not 
think bleached wheat was damaged 
in any form—‘the worse the bleach- 
ing the better its milling value.” 

Change in color, continued Dr. 
Birchard, is not necessarily evidence 
of damage. Exhibits of bread baked 
from various grades of straight. 
sprouted and bleached wheat were 
on display with saniples of the grain 
from which they were made. They 
al! looked about equal in value, but 
the witness told the commission that 
badly frosted wheat produced a 
eogsy, inferior loaf, depending upon 
the extent of frost. 

Question: “Does it follow from 
what you say that instead of wheat 
being red it can ali be bleached as 
far as milling value is concerned?” 

Answgr: “Oh, I wouldn't go that 
far, but it hasn't lost anything of 
value. But for mixing purposes. 
bleached wheat is very valuable. Its 
value is for mixing purposes, and ft 
should not be degraded. No experi- 
mental evidence indicates a reason 
for degrading.” 

Chief Counsel: “But if that is true 
why is the miller always as anxious 
to get the red variety. Why should 
the grader not recognize this bieach- 
ed condition? 

Anewer: “But the United King-| 
dom buyer, the miller over there, is! 
not especially concerned with the 
mixing value of this bleached or 
sprouted wheat because the export | 
trude will mix the soft wheat it gete | 
elsewhere with the Canadian hard 
varieties to produce this same result 
aud no miller would want to mill 
sprouted or bleached wheat un- 
mixed.”’ 


Full of Screenings. 

0. H. Gould, Progressive member 
of perilament for Assiniboia. who | 
testified during the morwing, was} 
again on the stand during a part of 
the afternoon. He told of seeing 
wheat being loaded at Montreal that 
was full of screenings. When he 
asked about this, an official told 
him “They were getting too much 
dirty wheat there.” Mr. Gould did 
mot know whether this was Cana- 
dian grain or soft wheat from the 
United Etates, 


Mr. Gould told the commission | 
that he was opposed to the milling 
grades of numbers one, two and| 


three northern being mixed.

Imac Pitblado protested that the 
commission cought not to permit the 
witness to speak of what his con- 
stituents might think and the chair- 
men told Mr. Gould could give his 
own opinion oniy. Anything calen- 
lated to create contentment among 
the farmers the witness thought de- 
sirable and he believed this would 
have that tendency as he could not 
see how adding an inferior grade 
to @ superior could possibly improve 
grain, and he added that he object - 
ed to all mixing unleas the farmer 
gets the profit.

or three, leaving approximately but 
ten per cent of the lower grades tivat

Qoulé meant to infer by his evidence 
of Canadian farmers getting more 
for the grain they hauled across the 
border than at home, that the farm- 
er in North Dakota is better off than 
those on the Canadian prairies. The 
witness did not know about that 
Dr. MeGibbon then quoted figures 
‘compiled by the Us ited States feder.

000 farmers had left the farms in 
North Dakota during the past two 
years because they were dissatisfied 
with prices there.
